CAERNARVON. Wales (AP. 
—Cheering yachtsman and spec­ 
tators ashore’ greeted Prince 
Charles today at the vacation 
resort of Llandudno as the new 
Prince of Wales began a four- 
day “ m eet the people” tour of 
his restive principality. 
The 20-year-old heir to the 
British throne had a cozy dinner 
party with friends, including 
some much talked about girls, 
before leaving Holyhead aboard 
the royal yacht Britannia. He 
was reported in a relaxed mood 
with the personal ordeal of his 
investiture 
its bomb scares, 
deaths and royal pageantry be^ 
hind him. 
“ It’s as if a huge weight had

been lifted from his shoulders.” 
said an aide. 
Small sailboats and yachts 
clustered around the Britannia 
when it arrived at Llandudno, 
on Wales’ north coast, after the 
overnight trip from Holyhead, 
on the Isle of Anglesey. But se­ 
curity was heavy, and Navy 
frogmen searched the Llanducl 
no pier for bombs throughout 
the night 
Charles landed just after 9 
a.m. wearing a dark brown suit. 
As the royal barge moved to­ 
ward the pier, he waved in ac­ 
knowledgment of the cheers. 
The prince had .said he want­ 
ed to m eet as many Welsh peo­ 
ple as possible during his tour. 


At Llandudno town hall, he 
signed the visitors book and 
talked with local officials. 
While he was ashore, his sis­ 
ter. Princess Anne, and other 
guests on the Britannia disem­ 
barked from the Britannia and 
left for London by special train. 
Charles was to visit Denbigh. 
Caernarvon. Merioneth. Mont­ 
gomery and Cardigan Shires to­ 
day before returning to spend 
the night aboard the Britannia 
off Newquay on the west coast 
of Wales 


Charles invited his closest 
friends to an informal celebra­ 
tion 
dinner 
Tuesday 
night 
aboard the royal yacht Britan­ 
nia The guest lisi, particularly 


the girls, was headline news in 
Britain and aroused fresh spec­ 
ulation about the nation’s most 
eligible bachelor. 


The girls included Lucia San- 
ta-Cruz, 25-year-old daughter of 
Chile’s ambassador to London 
and a classic blonde beauty 
Charles has known for years; 
Sybilla 
Dorman, 
19-year-old 
daughter of the governor gener-' 
al of Malta who was Charles’ 
guest at a Cambridge ball last 
May; and Lady Cecil Kerr. 21, a 
pretty brunette daughter of the 
Marquess of Lothian. 


After dinner there was “just 
sitting around and talking and 
laughing, no music or anything 


elaborate,” a spokesman for the 
prince said. 
But security men were out in 
force along his travel route, a 
constant rem inder to Charles 
that his installation as Prince of 
Wales was bitterly opposed by 
Welsh nationalists seeking sepa­ 
ration from Britain. 
Only nine hours after his 
investiture—Britain's 
m os t 
spectacular 
royal 
ceremony 
since the coronation of Queen 
Elizabeth II—a military police­ 
man was killed by a firebomb 
beneath the floodlight walls of 
Caernarvon Castle. 
“ This is a m urder scene so 
keep away,” said one offic*er. 
“ This is obviouslv connected 


with the ceremony in some 
way.” 
Authorities said the soldier 
had been sitting with a girl in a 
military truck when a Molotov 
cocktail was thrown under the 
vehicle. He died instantly in the 
explosion but the girl was re­ 
ported to have escaped serious 
injury. 
Earlier Tuesday, before the 
investiture, a bomb went off in 
a vacant lot outside Caernarvon 
at the very m oment Prince 
Charles m ounted his state car­ 
riage 
for 
a 
two-mile 
drive 
through cheering crowds to the 
ceremony. 
A bomb hoax also had delayed 
the Royal Fam ily's train ride to 


Wales, and two men believed to 
be Welsh extrem ists were killed 
by a bomb blast 200 yards from 
the railroad tracks before the 
train arrived. 


Police also reported t(xiay a 
bomb was found in a suitcase by 
the side of the road over which

Rockefeller's 
Fact-Finding 
Trip Continues 


PORT AU PRINCE, Haiti 
(AP) — Gov. Nelson A. Rocke­ 
feller, bolstered by a cheering 
welcome 
to 
Haiti 
Tuesday , 
takes his Latin American fact­ 
finding mission across the is­ 
land of Hispaniola today to visit 
the neig hbwing Dominican Re­ 
public. 


The New York g overnor visit­ 
ed Haiti to meet with President 
Francois Duvalier, dictator of 
the impov erished Neg ro repubL 
ic which had most of its U.S. aid 
funds cut off six y ears ag o. 


Duvalier read a letter from 
President Nix on and told Rocke­ 
feller that Nix on’s dispatch of 
an emissary to South America 
indicates the President knows 
“no nation, larg e or small, lives 
in ang ry isolation.” 


After the brief reception at 
the Presidential Palace, Rocke 
feller met behind closed doors 
for more than an hour with Du­ 
valier and top members of the 
Haitian Cabinet. 


Outside the palace, thousands 
of Haitians—many broug ht by 
g ov ernment buses for the occa­ 
sion-lined the streets of the 
capital to cheer and applaud 
Rockefeller in the most tumul­ 
tuous welcome he has had dur­ 
ing his violence-scarred tour of 
Latin America. 


A dispute between Duvalier 
and U.S. authorities over the ad­ 
ministration of aid funds result­ 
ed in withdrawal of the U.S. aid 
mission in 1963. The United 
States still provides $1.6 million 
a y ear fw malaria control and 
$1.8 million in aid distributed by 
international ag encies

Resigns' 
Bishopric 


VATICAN CITY (AP) - Pope 
Paul VI has accepted the resig ­ 
nation of Bish(^ Joseph M. Mar­ 
ling from the diocese of Jeffer­ 
son City , Mo., and named the 
Rt. Rev. Msg r. Michael McAu- 
Uffe of Kansas City , Mo., to re­ 
place him, the Vatican an­ 
nounced today . 
Bishop Marling , who will be 
65 in Aug ust, asked to resig n 
owing to poOT health, the Vati­ 
can said. He has been bishop of 
Jefferson City for 13 y ears. He 
now becomes titular bishop of 
Lesina, thus retaining episcopal 
rank without heading any dio­ 
cese. 
Bishop Marling was bwn in 
Centralia. near Wheeling , W. 
Va., and became a priest in 1929 
and a bishop of 1947 . 
Msg r. McAuliffe is the parish 
priest of St. Therese Church in 
Kansas City . 
Msg r. McAuliffe, 48, was ba-n 
in Kansas City , Mo.; Nov. 22. 
1920. He studied in the local di­ 
ocesan seminary , followed phi­ 
losophy courses at the St. Louis 
Preparatory Seminary and was 
g raduated in theolog y at the 
Catholic University on America, 
Washing ton. D.C. 
He was ordained May 31.19 45. 
He was successively a member 
of the diocesan tribunal on mar­ 
riag e annulments, vice director 
of the Confraternity of Christian 
Doctrine, and then parish priest 
at the Church of St. Therese in 
Kansas City . Since 1957 he has 
headed 
the diocesan school 
office. 
At Jefferson City Bishop Mar­ 
ling told the priests of the Jef­ 
ferson City Catholic Diocese to­ 
day he plans to rest for a while 
when his resig nation becomes 
effectiv e and a new bishop 
takes over. 
In a pastoral letter the Bish­ 
op ex plained that he first asked 
to be relieved March 5,19 67 . but 
was persuaded to carry on. He 
put in a new plea Feb 2 this 
y ear, the 40th anniversary of his 
ordination 
“I stated simply that I did 
not feel eq ual in phy sical, men­ 
tal and nervous energ y to the 
demands of this truly mission­ 
ary diocese.” he wrote. 
“As one sig nificant fact. I 
noted that I had driv en my car 
nearly 50,000 miles in the past 
y ear” 
Bishop Marling said the step 
was not easy and he feared he 
mig ht merely be running away 
from diocesan problems, such 
as the closing of 23 parochial 
schools and seeing 12 priests 
leave. 
During his time as bishop, he 
noted the diocese has built a 
new cathedral in Jefferson City , 
now has a Chancery Building 
and a seminary 
“The diocese is free of debt.” 
he reported, “and we have 
erected 25 new churches. 29 new 
school building s, 30 new recto­ 
ries and 16 new convents ” 
Bish(^ Marling said he had 
receiv ed permission to continue 
occupy ing the episcopal resi­ 
dence in Jefferson City but de­ 
cided that would be unfau- to 
his successor, so he plans to 
move. 
“ 1 have been req uested to ad­ 
minister thing s as in the past 
until the official installation,” 
he wrote, “and shall do so. 
“ What I shall do then re­ 
mains to be decided 
For a 
while 1 shall rest, for I am very 
tired. I cannot claim to have 
toiled ex cessively , but neither 
have I spared my self. In recent 
times ev ery project has de­ 
manded an ex tra effort. A spe­ 
cial prod or spur.”

Hearnes 
Condemns 
Radicals 


Wichita, Kan. (AP)—Missou­ 
ri Gov. Warren E. Hearnes 
said today Americans are hurt­ 
ing themselv es if they don’t 
strong ly condemn radical state­ 
ments calling for destruction of 
our form of g ov ernment. 
In a speech prepared for the 
Wichita Press Women, Hearnes 
said “a man can remain silent 
only so long . He hurts himself 
and his people if he does not 
strong ly condemn such thinking 
as that adv anced in an intro­ 
duction to James Forman's in­ 
famous black manifesto.” 


That statement, Hearnes said, 
IS racism, “every bit as vicious 
and unthinking as the philoso­ 
phies espoused by the Ku Klux 
Klan ” 
An ex cerpt Hearnes took from 
the manifesto said: 
“We live in.side the U.S. 
which IS the most barbanc 
countrv in the world aiKl we 
have a chance to help bring 
this g overnment down.” 


“ Racist radicals,” the g ov er­ 
nor said, “admit their g oal is 
not racial q uality and harmony 
but rather to seize power and 
ex ercise racist control of a 
country . 
“Social activ ists among the 
y oung and the black face the 
dang er of actual repression in 
our country unless they publicly 
disavow arid actively oppose the 
racidals who are seeking de­ 
struction instead of reform. 
“ By taking no action ag ainst 
radicalism, by placing them­ 
selves in sy mpathy with illeg al 
and violent tactics, the activ ists 
who seek social chang e are 
making fools of themselv es and 
doing just that the enemies of 
social chang e would have thm 
do.” 
Hearnes said he thoug ht the 
triumph over dang ers poised by 
the radicals would be that 
most activ ists are intellectual 
y oung men and women. 
“Sooner or later," he said, 
“these hig hly educated, deeply 
concerned and dedicated peopli 
will realize that to follow th< 
rev olutionaries is to ask foi 
failure. 
“If the radical and révolu 
tionary few can be isolated 
their threat will be ended. They 
then will be the tradional sound 
and fury which sig nifies nothing 
and American can g et about hei 
business of improving what al­ 
ready is the most free and oper 
society in the world.” 
Hearnes is in Wichita attend 
ing the Midwest Gov ernors Con 
ference.

Deaths from Fireworks Reduced

The automobile has made the 
Fourth of July holiday an occa­ 
sion fw going places rather then 
staying home and shooting fire 
works. 
This factor and the enactment 
of a variety of laws have come 
close to eliminating fireworks 
deaths 
during 
Independence 
Day celebrations. But the crack 
of fireworks explosions is still 
heard throughout the land and 
Americans continue to be irv 
jured, sometimes severely. 
In 1903, the American Medical 
Association listed 466 fireworks 
fatalities. 
In recent years. Associated 
Press compilations have noted 
one or two or even no deaths. 
But bootleggers of pyrotech­ 
nics continue to peddle their 
wares. 
A spokesman for the National 
Fire 
Protection 
Association 
said: “ We believe injuries run 
about 5,000 in the July 4 peri­ 
od.” 
The association has written a 
model statute, which permits 
the use of cap pistols and canes 
with caps on the end and allows 
authorized public displays of 
fireworks 
Eighteen states, with 46 per 
cent of the nation’s population 


have adopted this model law or 
similar legislation. They are 
Arizona, Connecticut, Delaware. 
Georgia, Illinois, Maine, Mary­ 
land. Massachusetts, Minnesota. 
New Hampshire. New Jersey, 
New 
York, 
North Carolina, 
Ohio. Pennsylvania. Rhode Is­ 
land. Vermont and West Virgin­ 
ia. 
Eight states—Alabama. Flori­ 
da. Indiana, Iowa, Michigan, 
Oregon, Utah, and Wisconsin— 
have modified versions of the 
model law. but they also allow 
sparklers. They contain 17 per 
cent of the population. 
Nine states and the District 
of Columbia allow what are 
known as Oass C fireworks. 
These are less powerful than 
some of the heavy noise- and 
fire-makers and include spar­ 
klers. small firecrackers and 
Roman candles. These states — 
Colorado, Idaho, Kentucky, Mon­ 
tana, North Dakota. South Caro­ 
lina, Texas, Virginia and Wyo 
ming—contain 13 per e'en! of the 
population. 
Five states—California. Kan­ 
sas. Nebraska, New Mexico and 
Washington, holding 13 per cent 
of the population — allow local 
enforcing authorities to decide 
which of the Class (' fireworks 
can be sold. 
haght states, with 10 per cent 
of the nation's population, per­ 


mit all Class C fireworks. They 
are Louisiana. Mississippi, Mis­ 
souri. Oklahoma. South Dakota, 
Tennessee, Alaska and Arkan­ 
sas. 
Two states. Nevada and Ha­ 
waii, have virtually no state 
regulation. 


“ The law, and enforcement of 
the law. while usually at the lo­ 
cal level, is quite spotty.“ said 
the NF'PA spokesman. 


“ Bootlegging seems to be on 
the increase. The problem is 
commercial 
bootlegging 
and 
bootlegging by persons for their 
own use. ” 
The bootleggers bring the fire­ 
works from a state with liberal 
controls to a state with strict 
laws. 
Michigan permits only the 
least dangerous fireworks. But 
there is heavy traffic in illegal 
fireworks from Canada, espe­ 
cially through Detroit. 
Mexico also is a source of sup­ 
ply. 
Every year around July 4 
state or Ux:al police in Mas.sa- 
chusetts arrest a storekeeper or 
two for selling imported fire­ 
works from under the counter.

County is another proposed con­ 
stitutional change that will go on 
the ballot It would let St. Louis 
County broaden its charter form 
of government but new services 
would first have to be approved 
by the voters in the county.

available, however, at roadside 
stands. 
Maryland permits the manu­ 
facture of fireworks, but bans 
possession or sale except for 
public displays. There has been 
much feeling that such manu­ 
facture should be outlawed be­ 
cause of recent explosions at 
plants which produce fireworks. 
Georgia’s law was changed 
this year to permit manufactur­ 
ing in the state—but the fire­ 
works must be sold outside the 
state. 
The law in Arizona, one of the 
strict control states, permits the 
sale of fireworks to persons out­ 
side the state. 
Across the country, statutes 
and punishment show a wide 
variation. Fines for violators 
range from $25 to $1,000, and 
jail terms from 20 days to a 
year. 
Nevada gives the state fire 
marshal power to make regula­ 
tions for the control of fire­ 
works, but holders of that office 
haven’t done so. Washoe County 
(Reno) has barred rockets. Ro­ 
man candles and other fire­ 
works. Clark County (Las Ve­ 
gas) allows only small fountains 
and pinwheels which do not ex­ 
plode. Most of the other 15 coun­ 
ties have no regulations. 
Hawaii’s ground rules; 
no 
aerial fireworks and homemade 
crackers. No fireworks can be 
set off on streets, sidewalks or 
beaches. 
There can be variety within 
states. Kansas limits sales to 
crackers no more than 1.5 inch­ 
es long. Roman candles, rail­ 
road fuses and truck flares and 
sparklers. But most of the larg­ 
er cities in Kansas have ordi­ 
nances against the sale of any­ 
thing except caps. South Dakota 
has restrictions on size but 
many communities don’t allow 
fireworks to be shot off within 
the city limits. 
Congress adopted the Child 
Protection Act in 1966. Under its 
provisions, the Food and Drug 
Administration has banned such 
powerful fireworks — cherry 
bombs and giant salutes—ex­ 
cept for agricultural uses, such 
as scaring off crows, and mili­ 
tary purposes.

111 political and labor leaders 
during a 24-hour general strike 
Tuesday called to protest gov­ 
ernment policies and the visit of 
Gov.

The strike, called by the 400- 
000-m e m b e r antigovernment 
faction of the General Confeder­ 
ation of Labor (CGTi. ended at 
midnight after halting many in­ 
dustrial operations However, it 
was less effective than a similar 
stoppage in May. 
Rockefeller 
left 
for

Tuesday after a 36-hour stay in 
Argentina. 
Federal police said 50 persons 
were arrested in Buenos Aires 
and 61 others in the industrial 
city of Cordoba after Ongania's 
three-vear-old regime declared 
a state of siege just before the 
strike began. 
Most of those arrested were 
union leaders, 
including the 
head of the striking CGT fac­ 
tion Leaders of several banned 
political parties also were re­ 
ported jailed 
There were scattered terrorist 
bombings during the strike, but 
no casualties were reported 


TEHRAN (APi — Ten thou-

Iran banned the cultivation, 
sale and use of opium in 1955.

Dole just 
wants a little patronage for the 
state of Kansas.""It's unfortun­ 
ate Sen Dole raised the issue at 
the time he did."

three daily newspapers tmiay. 
At the same time. pro-Soviet 
journalists and party propagan­ 
da officials launched a cam­ 
paign to isolate newsmen un­ 
willing to support the govern­ 
ment s policy of appeasing Mos­ 
cow . 
The moves were part of the 
continuing drive to dismantle 
the liberal Communist appara­ 
tus and press freedoms that ex­ 
isted in Czechoslovakia before 
the Soviet-led invasion in Au­ 
gust 1968. 
New editors in chief were 
named for the daily Rovnost in 
Brno, the daily Pruboj in the 
northern Bohemian city of Usti- 
on-Elbe. and the Prague daily 
Zemedelske Novinv. published 
by the Food and Agriculture 
Ministry. 
The papers were the llth. 12th 
and 13th dailies to get new edi­ 
tors since hard-liner Gustav Hu- 
sak took over the nation's Com­ 
munist party in April. 
Prague radio reported that 
the 12-man Presidium of the 
North Bohemian party organiza­ 
tion had resigned en masse at 
the same time Miroslav Kindi 
submitted his resignation as edi­ 
tor of Prujob. 
The editor of Rovnost. Bohu- 
mil 
Marcak. 
resigned along 
with three party functionaries, 
including the chief district see- 
retaries in Brno and the town of 
Blansko. The Brno official. Ja­ 
roslav Saba ta. was purged from 
the party. 
The Czechoslovak news agen­ 
cy CTK said the Brno party pre­ 
sidium had criticized Rovnost 
for showing too little commit­ 
ment "in the political struggle 
with rightist-opportunist tenden­ 
cies within the party 
In Prague. Zdenek Fort was 
dismissed as editor of Zemede­ 
lske Novinv by the Czech food 
and agriculture minister The 
minister said Fort would be giv­ 
en another responsible position. 


Advertising 
Group Strikes 
Out at Plan 


WASHINGTON (AP. - The 
proposed federal requirement 
that all cigarette advertising 
carry a death hazard warning 
was condemned by the Ameri­ 
can Advertising Federation to­ 
day as "piecemeal and sim­ 
plistic." 
The federation also questioned 
whether the stiff warning pro­ 
posed by the Federal Trade 
Commission would be effective 
in getting cigarette smokers to 
quit. 
"However much the commis­ 
sion's proposal may salve its 
conscience," the federation said 
in written testimony, "it does 
not solve the problems." 
Only Congress, not the FTC. 
has the power to deal with the 
broad complexities of the smok- 
ing-health problem, the federa­ 
tion said 
One complexity, it said, is 
that not only the health of smok­ 
ers but the earnings and welfare 
of tobacco workers is involved 
in any solution 
The advertisers and the tobac­ 
co industry presented their case 
at the second day of FTC hear­ 
ings on a proposed requirement 
that 
all 
cigarette 
advertise­ 
ments—including those on radio 
and television —carry the warn­ 
ing 
"Cigarette smoking is danger­ 
ous to health and may cause 
death from cancer, coronary 
heart disease, chronic bronchi­ 
tis. pulmonary emphysema and 
other diseases”

Deceptive Appearance for M ao's Heir 


EDITOR’S NOTE - Lin Piao 
is now No. 2 man and heir to the 
leadership of Commu nist Chi­ 
na’s 720 million persons. Who is 
he; what is his back^ou nd; how 
does he compare with the cu r­ 
rent leader, Mao Tse-tu ng? AP 
writer John Roderick, a Far 
East ex pert and “China watch­ 
er,’’ analy zes the man and his 
rise to power. 


TOKYO (AP) — Standing be­ 
side Mao Tse-tu ng, Lin Piao 
looks lost in his new military 
greatcoat, so ill at ease one may 
qu estion whether he is leader or 
led. Red China’s nex t ru ler or 
an old man’s du pe. 
Defense minister of the Peo­ 
ple’s Repu blic, the second most 
powerfu l man in a nation of 720 
million, the 6 2-y ear-old Lin is 
Mao’s officially designated su c­ 
cessor, 
his inheritance pro­ 
claimed in the cold ty pe of a 
new Commu nist party constitu ­ 
tion adopted in April. 
Seldom has the Chinese earth 
produ ced a chieftain so lacking 
in the ou tward flair, the brav a­ 
do, or the magisterial dignity so 
often associated with its heroes. 
The 7 5-y ear-old Mao has the 
large, rou nd head of a Chinese 
kitchen god, the faraway look of 
a dreamer, the assu red carriage 
of a leader of man. Beside him, 
Lin is “old hu ndred names,” the 
man in a Chinese crowd no one 
wou ld tu rn to look at Ev ery ­ 
thing abou t him inv ites the ad­ 
jectiv e "mou sy ”—his small non­ 
descript face, his u ndistingu ­ 
ished v oice, his sloping shou l­ 
ders in the faintly ridicu lou s 
long coat, adorned with two 
rows of bu ttons. 
Slender to the point of frailty , 
he has the look of a conv ales­ 
cent: wou nds and illness are 
said to hav e pu t him on the side­ 
lines for long periods du ring his 
career. 
A close friend of Mao’s since 
the early day s of the Commu ­ 
nist rev olu tion. Lin has since 
19 59 become so closely inter­ 
twined with the Chinese Com­ 
mu nist chairman it is nex t to 
impossible to distingu ished the 
tree from the v ine Beginning as 
one of Mao's chief backers, he 
has progressed du ring a fatefu l 
decade from the role of inter­ 
preter of the old rev olu tionary ’s 
ideas to that of chief apostle and 
heir 
What no one really knows is 
whether Mao—sensing that he 
might hav e lost his grip—u sed 
Lin and the army to dig new 
handholds in the precipitou s 
slope of Chinese power, or 
whether an opportu nist Lin

clambered ov er Mao’s broad 
back to reach peaks which 
seemed u nscalable only a few 
y ears ago. 
The tru th-of only historical 
interest in the face of present 
reality —may be that each de­ 
pended on the other. What 
seems self-ev ident is that for 
the immediate moment only 
these two men share the center 
of the stage; all others are cast 
in su pporting roles. 
Perhaps of more pressing im­ 
portance than the present play 
is what will happen after Mao’s 
last act. Will Lin nu rtu re Mao’s 
soaring dream of transforming 
the common clay of China's mil­ 
lions into angels of Chinese 
Marx ism’’ Will the crown prince 
be more imperial than the red 
emperor’’ What, in a word, does 
the fu tu re hold for Lin Piao’s 
China’’ 
An ex amination of Lin Piao’s 
life rev eals that thou gh he may 
look and act like Mr Chinese 
Ev ery man, he is any thing bu t.

Asserts Draft Dodgers 
Shouldn't Be Welcomed 


KANSAS QTY (AP) - Amer­ 
ican draft dodgers shou ld not be 
welcomed in ^nada, said John 
Diefenbaker, former prime min­ 
ister of Canada. 
In Kansas City to address the 
Order of DeMolay international 
conference opening today , the 
7 2-y ear-old politician made his 
remarks abou t draft dodgers in 
an interv iew. 
“As far as I am concerned,’’ 
Diefenbaker said, “if these peo­ 
ple are not prepared to defend 
their own cou ntry then they are 
of no u se to Canada” 
“These draft ev aders come to 
u s and claim they want political 
refu ge, bu t I can't agree with 
their definition of political ref­ 
u ge.” 
“It is the right of ev ery one to 
be able to disagree with his gov ­ 
ernment’s policies. Bu t when a 
person leav es his cou ntry when 
asked to defend it, he has a 
complete misu nderstanding 
freedom.’’ 
Diefenbaker, who headed the 
gov ernment from 1957 to 1963 
and is now a member o i parlia­ 
ment, rejected the grou nds of 
many draft ev aders that the 
Vietnam war is wrong. 
“I agree that the IJ n i t e d 
States shou ld not hav e sent mil­ 
itary forces i n t o the cou ntry , ” 
he said. “1 think inspection and 
adv ice teams like those of Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower shou ld hav e 
continu ed. I read with great 
sadness the casu alty lists of 
y ou r cou ntry in Vietnam”

cu mstances no one has y et 
made clear, tu rned towards 
commu nism, joining the party 
in 1925 at the age of 17. 


Soon afterward, he became a 
cadet in the fou rth class of the 
Whampoa Militay Academy in 
Canton, thu s pu tting his feet 
confidently on the military lad­ 
der which 44 y ears later wou ld 
reach into the palace—now 
tu rned into Commu nist head­ 
qu arters—of the old Chinese 
emperors in Peking’s Forbidden 
City . 
His politico-military tu tor was 
a 
then-rev olu tionary 
named 
Chiang Kai-shek whose own des­ 
tiny wou ld lead him ov er the 
twisting trail to Chinese leader­ 
ship. implacable enmity toward 
Mao. Lin and all they stood for, 
and finally to ex ile on the island 
ol Formosa. 
’Two y ears after gradu ation, 
scarcely 20 y ears old, Lin had 
become a colonel in Chiang's 
4th Ku omintang army du ring 
brief honey moon period between 
Nationalists and Commu nists 
When the u neasy marriage end­ 
ed in v iolent separation. Lin 
aligned his regiment with Ho 
Lu ng, in an abortiv e Commu ­ 
nist-inspired u prising in Nan- 
chang 
Lin’s association with Mao be­ 
gan in 19 28 after he led his mea­ 
ger forces to Mao’s mou ntain 
lair 
in 
the 
Chingkangshan 
Mou ntains, on the border of 
Mao’s nativ e Hu nan Prov ince. 
In Janu ary , 19 35. Lin’s forces 
occu picHl the town of Tsu ny i in 
Kweichow Prov ince, clearing 
the grou nd for a historic confer­ 
ence which elev ated Mao to the 
party ’s 
chairmanship. 
Lin’s 
part in setting the stage for this 
critical moment in Mao’s u p­ 
ward climb was nev er forgot­ 
ten 
Reaching Yenan, which was 
to become the Commu nist base 
for the final conqu est of China. 
Lin became director of the anti- 
Japanese military -political u ni­ 
v ersity . a honey comb of cav es 
du g ou t of the soft Loess Mou n­ 
tains There, gu ided by a Mao 
with time on his hands, the mili­ 
tary man began to grow into the 
political thinker, to begin the 
teacher-pu pil relationship which 
was to prov e so profitable for 
both 
By 19 48, Lin’s 4th Field Army 
had « ent the Nationalists reeling 
in the northeast, captu red Pe­ 
king in Janu ary , 
19 49 , and 
stabbed deep into the Chinese 
sou th Lin was hailed as “the 
hero of the rev olu tionary war” 
which had tu rned Chiang Kai- 
shekd’s u nhappy reign into dis­ 
astrou s ru in 
Rising swiftly , Lin su ccessiv e­ 
ly became a member of the ru l­ 
ing party Politbu ro, a marshal, 
a v ice premier, a v ice chairman 
of the National Defense Cou ncil 
and one of the fiv e v ice chair­ 
men of the party Central Com­ 
mittee between 1954 and 19 58 
Then began the critical y ears 
of his relationship with Mao. 


In 19 58 Mao had ju mped Ica­ 
ru s-like from the cliffs of an ap­ 
parently solid economy into the 
thin air of “the great indu strial 
leap forward” and the ru ral 
commu nies He fell foolishly to 
the grou nd. 
The internal damage had been 
wOTsened by ex ternal calamity ; 
angered by Mao’s belligerence 
in a nu clear-nerv ou s world, ar­ 
ou sed by his claims to being the 
sole Marx ist prophet, the Ru s­ 
sians grew cold, then icy , with­ 
drew their economic aid and 
blu eprints for the atom bomb. 
The first of the rebels against 
the Maoist v ision was an old 
crony . Defense Minister Peng 
Teh-hu ai. Mao still had enou gh 
strength to pu rge Peng and the 
army professionals in 19 59 and 
replace him with Lin. Bu t the 
realists—those who wanted to 
open China to the winds of 
change—won the nex t battle, 
pu shing Mao aside and making 
Liu Shao-chi chairman, or presi­ 
dent, of the repu blic. 
From then u ntil 19 6 6 , the 
pragmatists were in the ascend­ 
ancy ; Mao was placed on the 
shelf, his works su ppressed, his 
presence ev en ignored at impor­ 
tant party gatherings. Only Lin 
and a handfu l of Mao’s inti­ 
mates—his wife Chiang Ching, 
his secretary Chen Po-ta, and 
old party wheelhorse Kang 
Sheng—stu ck by him. 
The others diediently tu rned 
to serv e the new masters. 
Lin, in his doggedly persistent 
way , ignored the u pstart crowd. 
Throu gh the army press he be­ 
gan a sy stematic deification of 
Mao. comparing him to Marx , 
Lenin and Engels. For what it 
was worth—and it then seemed 
v ery little—Lin won the gru dg­ 
ing title of “Mao’s most brilliant 
stu dent.” 
Mao’s v ehicle for v engeance 
and restoration was an old de­ 
v ice with a new name; the 
pu rge, this time called “the 
great proletarian cu ltu ral rev o­ 
lu tion.” Lau nched in 19 6 5, it 
first nibbled away at the soft 


u nderbelly of the Liu apparatu s, 
tearing 
away , 
with 
Chiang 
Ching’s enthu siastic help, the 
easily penetrated lay er of anti- 
Mao, pro-Liu artists, writers, 
mu sicians, actors, opera singers 
and intellectu als. 
As the heads began to fall, the 
panic proliferated; Mao seized 
the moment to shake u p the Pol­ 
itbu ro, mov ing Lin in Au gu st. 
19 6 6 , to the post of sole v ice 
chairman of the party , dropping 
Liu down to eighth place. 
In a series of pu blic appear­ 
ances before millions, with Lin 
at his side, Mao drov e home his 
earlv adv antage. 


Again Lin prov ed his apt 
pu pil; directing the attack from 
his Liberation Army Daily he 
su perv ised the take-ov er of the 
ofRcial organs which had play ed 
Liu ’s tu ne. Now silenced, flay ed 
by the fanatic Red Gu ards, con­ 
fronted early in 19 6 7 by the 
army itself, Liu ’s personal bat­ 
tle was ov er, his associates on 
the ru n. 
The Ninth National Party 
Congress solemnly sealed Mao’s 
immediate v ictory , sanctified 
Lin’s su ccession. Bu t the fu tu re 
had been qu ietly deliv ered to 
the army whose offices—led by 
Lin—now occu pied most posi­ 
tions in Peking and in the na­ 
tionwide rev olu tionary commit­ 
tees. 
Mao’s choice of Lin had not 
been accidental; it was the act 
of a teacher rewarding his bril­ 
liant and admiring stu dent. Like 
Mao, Lin is perhaps the most 
Chinese of the Chinese leaders; 
hav ing seldom v entu red ou tside 
the cou ntry , his ey es are tu rned 
resolu tely inward—and back­ 
ward. For also like Mao, Lin 
takes mu ch of his inspiration 
from the wily strategists and 
political scholars of China’s 
past, 2,500 y ears ago. 
The emperors of that day , and 
those who su cceeded them, re­ 
garded the ou tside world as bar­ 
barian. For them—and for Mao 
and Lin— coex istence was a ri- 
. dicu lou s concept. 
Mao early pu t the concept intc 
practice within China u nder the 
heading of “people’s war.” In 
1955, Lin ex panded the principle 
to 
the 
international 
arena 
called on the peasants of Asia, 
Sou th America and Africa to 
rise against the “cities ” of 
America and Eu rope. 
Last April 1, deliv ering a 
massiv e 24,000-word report tc 
the party congress, Lin spelled 
it ou t again; “All cou ntries and 
people su bjected to aggression, 
control, interv ention or bu lly ing 
by U.S. imperialism and Sov iet 
rev isionism, u nite and form the 
broadest possible u nited front 
and ov erthrow the common 
enemies!” 
The words cwild hav e come 
from Mao’s own mou th. Bu t 
whether they will ring as chill­ 
ingly after Mao dies remains to 
be seen. 
In the post-Mao period, Lin 
may well find himself less the 
leader than the arbiter, an u m­ 
pire between the hard-liners and 
those who still believ e, with Liu 
Shao-chi, that rice in the bowl is 
better than pie in the sky . 
Echoing Mao, he has repeat­ 
edly threatened to “resolu tely , 
thorou ghly , wholly and com­ 
pletely wipe ou t all aggressors 
who diare to come! ” Bu t he pre­ 
cedes this with the Mao prom­ 
ise; “We will not attack u nless 
we are attacked; if we are at­ 
tacked, we will certainly cou n­ 
terattack.” 
China’s image of belligerency 
is one drawn largely from its 
own tru cu lent words; in prac­ 
tice, it has remained content to 
defend what it regarded as 
threats to its'own borders. 


Fear 'Chaos' 
For Italian 
Government 


ROME (AP) — Premier Mari­ 
ano Ru mor and other Italian 
leaders warned feu ding political 
factions today that the sev en- 
month-old coalition gov ernment 
is on the v erge o i collapse, and 
“chaos” is the only alternativ e. 
The factional div isions within 
Ru m(M‘’s Christian Democratic 
party , the largest in the cou n­ 
try , hardened dramatically at 
the close of the party ’s fou r-day 
national congress Monday . 
Ru mor’s faction gained more 
than two preciou s percentage 
points in internal elections at 
the congress, strengthening his 
hold on the party from 36 to 38.2 
per cent. Bu t the fwces of his 
left-wing opponent, former Pre­ 
mier Aldo Moro, also gained 
strength in the 6 55-member ex ­ 
ecu tiv e cou ncil with a ju mp 
from 11 to 12.7 per cent. 
Moro’s faction has threatened 
to withdraw its three gov ern­ 
ment ministers and sev eral u n­ 
dersecretaries in a bid for more 
pow« r in the coalition.

Not Owned by City

Put Frank Howard and Boog 
Powell together, and you have 
something that resembles the 
Washington Monument or the 
Creature from the Black La­ 
goon. Together they stand 12 
feet, 11 inches and weigh 500 
pounds. 
Individually, they’re pretty 
awesome, too. 
They certainly were Tuesday 
night, but only Howard came 
out a winner. 
The giant Senator collected a 
homer and two other hits in 
each game as Washington swept 
Cleveland 4-1 and 7-5. One of his 
other hits in the second game 
was a ninth-inning single that 
drove in the decisive run. 
Powell, meanwhile, lashed a 
pair of homers and a pair of sin­ 
gles. knocking in seven runs, 
but his Baltimore O ri o l e s 
couldn't hold the lead he gave 
them, losing instead to the New 
York Yankees 10-9. 
In other American League 
games. Seattle crushed Oakland 
7-1. Minnesota whipped Chicago 
10-5. Detroit clobbered Boston 
12-4 and California trounced 
Kansas Citv 9-3. 
With his prodigious perform­ 
ance. Howard raised his aver­ 
age to .306 and his homer total 
to 26. 
The 6-foot-7. 260-pound sluggei 
singled in the first inning of the 


first game, homered in tne third 
and singled in the eighth. In the 
nightcap he walked in the first, 
homered in the fifth, doubled in 
the seventh and singled in the 
three-run ninth. 
Ed Brinkman and Mike Ep­ 
stein also homered for the Sena­ 
tors in the opener. Tony Horton 
connected with one on for the 
Indians in the second contest. 
Powell’s runs batted in total 
soared to 70. his homer total to 
19 and his average to .303. The 
6-4. 240-pounder cracked a two- 
run homer in the first, a two-run 
single in the fifth and a three- 
run homer in the seventh that 
put the Orioles ahead 9-7. 
But Frank Hernandez clouted 
a three-run Yankee homer in 
the last of the eventh. leaving 
Powell a ninth-inning chance to 
tie the game with another hom­ 
er.

“ We've been hitting the ball 
good.” said Oriole Manager 
Earl Weaver. “ This is one of the 
few times our pitchers have let 
us down.”

Reggie Jackson hit his 30th 
homer for Oakland, but that 
was the only run the Athletics 
Billy Williams, Gehrig 
Have Similar Careers 


CHICAGO (AP) - There’s an 
ironic similarity in the careers 
of Lou Gehrig and Billy Wil­ 
liams, the Iron Men of baseball. 
Both super stars in their own 
rights, Gehrig and Williams suf­ 
fered the accident of timing. 
Gehrig played in the shadow 
of Babe Ruth as he set the ma­ 
jor league record of 2,130 con­ 
secutive games played. 
Williams has been playing in 
the shadow of Ernie Banks 
throughout his career, which in­ 
cluded last Sunday's double- 
header against St. Louis when 
he appeared in his 896th consec­ 
utive game and broke the Na­ 
tional League record set by the 
great Stan Musial of St. Louis. 
Like Gehrig, a quiet man who 
shunned both spotlight and con­ 
troversy, Williams is only too 
happy to play second fiddle to 
Banks. 
“ It only makes you try a lit­ 
tle harder and put out a little 
more.” explains Williams. 
Gehrig was the plodding son 
of German immigrants and also 
had to try harder. Williams is 
the son of a Negro “ fruit distrib­ 
utor’’ from Whistler, Ala., and 
knows first hand about trying 
harder. 
“ We weren’t real, real poor 
but I guess we were below aver­ 
age poor,” says Williams. “ We 
didn't have money and a lot of 
things but we had love and to­ 
getherness. I have three broth­ 
ers and a sister and we learned 
to try harder and share what lit­ 
tle we had.” 
Williams, 31. the father of 
four daughters ranging from 
one to nine, was given his 
“ day” by Cub fans last Sunday. 
Aside from the usual gifts of a 
shiny automobile and a fishing 
boat, Williams asked that all 
cash gifts and money collected 
from the sale of Billy Williams 
buttons be channeled into a 
scholarship fund for deserving 
students from the Mobile Coun­ 
ty Training School, which Wil­ 
liams attended. 
“ I didn’t have a chance to go 
to college,” said Williams. “ I 
was on my way to Class D base­ 
ball two days after I graduated 
high school. Now, mavbe 1 can 


help other kids get the chance I 
missed.’’ 
One doesn’t have to ask Wil­ 
liams if he minds playing a sec­ 
ondary role behind the popular 
Banks. 
While Ernie sings his parodies 
of how the Cubs are going to 
win the pennant, Williams sits 
nearby with a silly idolizing grin 
on his face and shakes his head 
saying “ Ernie, you’re crazy.” 
But Williams gives Banks a 
lot of credit for his success as 
he won “ Rookie of the Year” 
honors in 1961. 
“ I roomed with Ernie in my 
rookie year and learned a lot. 
Then all he’d do is talk baseball. 
This pitcher, that pitcher. This 
hitter, that hitter. It was okay 
except sometimes you couldn’t 
get any sleep.” 
Williams’ speech of gratitude 
Sunday before 41,060—the larg­ 
est Wrigley Field crowd of the 
year—was hardly discernible 
over the public address system, 
“ I want to thank Almighty 
God for giving me the ability to 
play major league baseball ... 
to guide me and watch over me 
and permit me to wear a major 
league uniform.” 
Williams 
often 
is 
called 
“ Sweet-Swinging Billy’’ and his 
records bear out the smoothness 
of his swing Williams hits any­ 
where between .280 and .315 
usually winds up with around 30 
home runs and about 100 runs 
batted in. 
Although Durocher said Wil­ 
liams will continue to play ev­ 
ery day unless “ Billy asks for a 
rest and then I’d make sure 
he’d get in the game even as a 
pinch hitter,” Williams sets no 
statistical plateaus. 
“ Gehrig’s record? Forget it," 
he says. 
His only goal is “ to be able to 
give one hundred per cent as 
long as I’m able to play.”

SBA Loan to Baseball Star 


WASHINGTON <AP> - The 
Small Business Administration 
guaranteed a $135,000 bank loan 
to high-salaried 
Negro base­ 
ball star Lou Brock under its 
p r o g r a m for disadvantaged 
businessmen 


Brock, the St Louis Cardi­ 
nals’ left fielder, said no one 
ever told him the guarantee was 
made through the SBA’s minori­ 
ty enterprise program rather 
than the stricter conventional 
business loan program 


“ It never even came up. said 
the $85.000-a-year star of the 
past two World Series 
“ Not 
even once that I can recall." 
Brock said all he sought was 
conventional SBA financing that 
would allow him to open an au­ 
tomobile dealership in heavily 
Negro East St Louis. 
“ I went to them not in the 
sense of asking for a minority 
loan. Hell. I went to them for a 
loan—period 
The St. Louis SBA office, 
which officials in Washington 


say is lagging in loans to ghetto 
dwellers, granted Brock the 90 
per cent guarantee March 7. 
three days after he applied 
The guarantee represented 
about 10 per cent of the $11 mil­ 
lion in total minority business 
transacted by the St. Louis of­ 
fice from Julv 1968 through last 
May. 
Brock. 30. also owns a florist 
shop and a share of a chicken 
franchising firm which have no 
SBA involvement. He said he 
was confident he could have re­ 
ceived the auto dealership loan 
without an SBA guarantee. 
I never tried it. 
he said in 
an interview. 
“ You’d reallv 
have to give it a try There’s no 
doubt in my mind that I could 
I d be awfully surprised if thev 
said no." 
John P. Pfeffer. SBA regional 
director in St. Louis, said Brock 
was turned down for a loan bv 
two banks.

The Army judge advocate 
general told reporters at the 
time that the opinion “ is retro­ 
active for 180 years unless the 
court later on changes it." 
It is this point which Army 
lawyers feel strongly is most in 
need of clarification to avoid the 
wholesale reversal of military 
courts martial convictions.

Trumpet fan­ 
fares echoed from the castle 
battlement The place seemed 
awash with red velvet, white er­ 
mine and gold 
A young prince with an engag­

WASHINGTON — The In tern al Rev en ue Serv ice 
n ow has the delicate duty of "auditin g” the in come 
tax return s of the Presiden t’s y oun ger brother, Don 
Nix on . 
Actually a tax in v estigation of Don was in itiated 
by In tern al Rev en ue in the last admin istration , but 
Don asked that it be postpon ed. The John son 
admin istration agreed, so n ow In tern al Rev en ue is 
in the position of scrutin izin g the tax return s of the 
Presiden t’s brother at a time when the Presiden t 
con trols it. 
Mean while ev iden ce accrues that Don Nix on has 
been try in g to capitalize on ce again on his brother’s 
fame. This is n ot ex actly n ew for Don . While 
Richard was v ice presiden t. Don tried to establish a 
chain of driv e-in restauran ts which featured a triple­ 
decker san dwich called the "Nix on burger.” To 
fin an ce the v en ture an d pay bad debts he borrowed 
$205,000 from the Hughes Tool Compan y . 
The Nix on burger n ev er became a threat to the 
hamburger or cheeseburger, howev er, an d the driv e- 
in idea flopped. The $205,000 loan , secured by a 
mortgage on lot 10 on Whittier Boulev ard in 
Whittier, Calif. — a piece of real estate that n o ban k 
would hav e accepted as security for a loan of that 
size — was n ev er repaid. The Nix on family lot is 
n ow registered in the n ame of the Hughes Tool 
Compan y . 
Don also in corporated himself an d began sellin g 
shares to eager Republican s who might wan t to 
curry fav or with the v ice presiden t. This idea 
backfired when an embarrassed Richard Nix on 
foun d out about it an d quietly put the kibosh on 
Don ald Nix on , In c. 
Un abashed, Don con tin ued to wheel an d deal, 
on ce had to be bailed out by his famous brother for 
sev eral thousan d dollars.

In an y case, Don wrote Hill an abrupt letter, 
withdrawin g from the deal, after he learn ed we 
were in v estigatin g 
Don also showed up at the White House the other 
morn in g with Elmer Ston e, assistan t gen eral 
coun sel for Ry an Aeron autical Compan y , in tow 
Ston e has largely taken ov er the duties of B. K. 
Goodman , the gen eral coun sel, who has been in 
poor health. 
Ry an Aeron autical is reported to be in n eed of 
gov ern men t con tracts to improv e its fin an cial 
situation . To get fav ored treatmen t from the Nix on 
admin istration , Ston e apparen tly sought to take 
adv an tage of his frien dship with Don Nix on . 
A compan y spokesman , when queried by this 
column , claimed that Ston e has been Don 's legal 
adv iser. He alibied that the two trav eled all the way 
to Washin gton merely to n otify the White House that 
the relation ship had been sev ered 
It is, of course, highly un usual for a corporate 
coun sel, without an in depen den t practice of his 
own , to serv e as an outsider’s person al attorn ey . 
Nev ertheless the compan y spokesman in sisted that 
Ston e wan ted to tell the White House in person — 
because Ry an is a defen se con tractor — that he is n o 
lon ger Don Nix on ’s attorn ey .

A Voice for Minorities?

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
The D em ocrats’ com m ittee on reform in g n ation al con ­ 
v en tion delegate selection probably will recom m en d th at 
perhaps 15 to 20 per cen t of each sta te ’s delegation be 
chosen by m ean s other than direct popular v ote. 
To m ilitan t party reform ers who hav e been clam orin g 
sin ce the height of the 1968 M cCarthy cam paign for m ore 
"participatory 
dem ocracy ” 
in 
delegate 
choosin g, 
the 
prospect of con tin uin g som e in direct selection m ay look 
like trim m in g to the "old politics.” 
But the milita nt v iew is well-represented o n the refo rm 
co m m ittee itself. Off their hea ring s a ro und the co untry so 
fa r this y ea r, they a nd their co llea g ues ha v e a bo ut co n­ 
cluded tha t the net effect o f a direct po pula r v o te fo r a ll 
deleg a tes is so m etim es to deny fa ir representa tio n to cer­ 
ta in sma ll but sig nifica nt co nstituent elem ents in the 
po pula tio n. 
In som e states, a com pletely open v ote would produce 
elected delegation s w ith n o blacks, few if an y y oun g, prob­ 
ably n o poor. All of these are con stituen cies the arden t 
leform ers particu larly are try in g to w arp in to the delegate 
process. 
As som e m ilitan t com m ittee m em bers see it. n o v illain 
n eed n ecessarily be sought to ex plain such results. Say s 
on e sen ator: 
" I t’s ju st the way it works out in som e cases.” 
H ere 
an d 
there 
the 
m in ority 
con stituen cies—black, 
M ex ican -A m erican or w hatev er—are truly tin y . In som e 
in stan ces 
they 
are, 
proportion ately , 
un der-registered. 
Som etim es organ ization to get them out is weak. With the 
y oun g an d the poor, distraction s en ter in . 
The dev elo ping co m m ittee v iew, then, is tha t ma y be up 
to a fifth o f ea ch sta te deleg a tio n sho uld be cho sen no t by 
direct v o te but by sta te co nv entio n o r sta te co m mittee— 
with delibera te effo rt to include mino rity a nd o ther ele­ 
m ents which o therwise wo uld be left o ut. 
T here is a special iron y in all this, sin ce the lon g-estab­ 
lished practice of choosin g hun dreds of “ a t large” dele­ 
gates in state con v en tion s often un der tight party leader 
con trol was sin gled out by reform ers last y ear as a highly 
“ un represen tativ e” m ethod. 
Ju st as a m atter of record, the D em ocrats last y ear 
selected 8 48 delegates at large out of a total of 3,09 9 . The 
percen tage w as 27 . 
But that percen tage is som ew hat m isleadin g, sin ce at 
large delegates w ere in fact chosen by direct prim ary 
v ote in New H am pshire, M assachusetts, New Jersey , 
Florida, W est V irgin ia, Ohio. In dian a, N ebraska, South 
Dakota, W iscon sin , Oregon an d Californ ia. 
Probably the proportion chosen by state party groups 
un der v ary in g degrees of leader con trol w as n ot too far 
from the figure the presen t reform com m ittee is said to 
be weighin g. 
Retentio n o f wha t a mo unts a lmo st to a ppo intiv e a t 
large 
selectio ns in the deleg a te pro cess mig ht be ex pected to 
g iv e hea rt to pra ctitio ners o f the o ld po litics. Fo r y ea rs 
they ha v e been lo a ding up these sla tes with key pa rty 
fa ithful a nd fina ncia l a ng els. 
Ev en w ith n ew atten tion to the m in orities, the poor an d 
the y oun g, th ere still would be room , presum ably , for some 
of these old-sty le selection s. 
P erhaps the old-lin e ty pes are un aw are of the com m it­ 
tee’s ben t on this m atter. In an y ev en t, they do n ot seem 
to be coun tin g on an y fav ors. Through the D em ocratic 
N ation al C om m ittee an d other chan n els, they hav e on 
m an y occasion s m ade strikin gly clear their displeasure 
at the reform com m ittee’s roam in gs about the lan d. 
A com m on query put by v eteran organ ization D em ocrats 
to n ation al com m ittee officials: 
"A ren ’t they 
(the reform ers) ju st stirrin g up m ore 
dissen sion ?” 
It would be fain tly com ic if the reform com m ittee on 
delegates woun d up producin g recom m en dation s un satis­ 
factory to both the fiery m ilitan ts an d the old politics boy s.

Denture Adj ustment 
Eliminates Dislodging

Q — Wha t wo uld ca use my upper den ture to pop 
away from the roof of my mouth ev ery time I y awn 
or open wide? 
A — When the mo uth open s wide, a section of the 
jaw which helps form the hin ge join t is thrust 
forward an d down ward. This sometimes brin gs it in 
con tact with the back of the upper den ture, thus 
dislodgin g it Reducin g thickn ess an d len gth of the 
posterior border of the upper den ture usually 
elimin ates this problem. 
Q — Ho w lo ng must I wait before my immediate 
lower den ture is rebased? 
A — Reba sing an "immediate" den ture is don e to 
fill in spaces caused by shrin kage of gums followin g 
ex traction s. Amoun t of shrin kage v aries an d the 
decision when to rebase v aries accordin gly . Usually 
some weeks elapse before the bulk of post­ 
ex traction shrin kage is completed. 
Of course, shrin kage of the ridge is a con tin uin g 
process as lon g as y ou liv e, but occurs at a much 
slower rate. 
Q — Must a ll false teeth lode false9 I realize that 
they ’re all "boughten " teeth an d n ot custom-made, 
but should they all look alike? 
A — No . There are man y shapes, sizes an d colors 
of teeth in both porcelain an d plastic, an d they can 
all 
be adjusted as desired. 
There are also 
"characterized” teeth that are tin ted, mottled an d 
stain ed in v ary in g degrees These teeth are "n atural- 
lookin g” an d quite beautiful, an d, while they ’re 
slightly more ex pen siv e, they ’re well worth it. 
Q — My dentures click when I bite. Can this be 
elimin ated? 
A — Clicking is usually caused by porcelain teeth. 
Den tures with porcelain teeth make a sharp, 
clickin g soun d when upper an d lower teeth are 
brought together. Plastic teeth elimin ate this 
problem.

Clear Road for Compromise Rights Measure 


WASHINGTON (APi - The 
Nix on administration, apparent­ 
ly mov ing to head off a potential 
rev olt by Hou se Repu blican civ ­ 
il rig hts su pporters, has indicat­ 
ed it will not oppose a compro­ 
mise that cou ld clear the way 
for ex tending the 1965 Voting 
Rig hts Act. 
Under the compromise, orig i­ 
nally su g g ested a week ag o, the 
Hou se will first act on ex tending 
the 1965 law, then consider the 
broader packag e v oting leg isla­ 
tion sou g ht by the administra­ 
tion. 
First indication the adminis­ 
tration wou ld not insist on a to­ 
tal su bstitu tion of its own pro­ 
g ram for the 1965 act came 
Tu esday 
following 
a 
White 
Hou se meeting between Hou se 


Repu blican Leader Gerald R. 
Ford and President Nix on. 
The 1965 act is narrowly 
drawn to protect Neg ro v oting 
rig hts in sev en sou thern states. 
The administration bill wou ld 
ex pand its prov isions—with one 
major chang e—to all 50 states 
and also ban state residency re­ 
qu irements for v oters in presi­ 
dential elections. 
The major chang e in the ad­ 
ministration proposal from ex ­ 
isting law is in a prov ision de­ 
sig ned to prev ent states from 
chang ing their v oting proce 
du res to make it more difficu lt 
for Neg roes to v ote or ru n for 
office. 
The present law requ ires the 
states to g et prior approv al 
from the attorney g eneral be­ 


fore any chang e in procedu res 
can g o into effect. The adminis­ 
tration bill wou ld leav e it u p to 
the attorney g eneral to u ncov er 
su ch chang es and then institu te 
any action to block a procedu re. 
The administration's attempt 
to replace the 1965 act brou g ht a 
strong reaction from liberal 
Democrats and Repu blican civ il 
rig hts adv ocates, who com­ 
plained the new bill wou ld 
weaken Neg ro v oting rig hts by 
dilu ting the law’s effect where it 
is needed most—in the Sou th. 
Some civ il rig hts g rou ps also 
hav e charg ed President Nix on 
ag reed to take the sectional 
character from v oting rig hts 
leg islation in order to obtain 
Sou thern su pport in last y ear’s 
presidential election.

and fou g ht one of the last g reat 
rang leland feu ds. 
His real name was William 
Key s bu t they called him “De­ 
sert Bill’ becau se of his lov e for 
the desolate Sou thern California 
sag e and sand, which he twice 
defended in g u n battles. One 
sent him to San Qu entin Prison. 
His death in a hospital Satu r­ 
day came ju st a few months be­ 
fore he wou ld hav e reached 90. 
In 1930, cattlemen tried to 
take ov er his land becau se he 
owned the only water hole in the 
entire desert area. Key s posted 
“no trespassing ’’ sig ns. Another 
cowboy twe them down. 
Desert Bill said the cowboy 
went for his g u n “so I fired and 
hit him in the arm. He dropped 
his g u n and ran” He said in an 
interv iew later that the depu ties 
“stood arou nd ou tside drinking 
whisky ” before they “finally g ot 
u p nerv e and took me in” 
He g ot off that time on a plea 
of self defense, bu t he went to 
prison when his 1943 feu d with 
Worth Bag ley , a former Los An­ 
g eles Cou nty depu ty sheriff, 
ended in g u nfire. Bag ley was 
killed Desert Bill claimed self- 
defense 
Some said the feu d ag ain was 
ov er a water hole. Others said it 
was abou t u se of a pu blic road 
ov er Bag ley ’s land. At any rate. 
Desert Bill was conv icted of 
manslau g hter and serv ed fiv e 
y ears before being paroled. 
He was g ranted a fu ll pardon 
in 1956 when it was ru led he had 
acted in self defense. 
Desert Bill first ex plored the 
desert in 1909 and retu rned in 
1919 to homestead 80 acres in 
what became Joshu a Tree Na­ 
tional Monu ment.

So also can the executives of 
Standard Oil (New Jersey) and 
the Anaconda Co., who have had 
their difficulties with Latin- 
American nations, understand 
the words that convey the con­ 
cepts — economic imperialism 
and free trade. 
The charges of imTCrialism 
are almost bound to be made 
against any economically pow­ 
erful nation, but in today’s 
WOTld some other factors com­ 
plicate matters. First there is 
nationalism, secondly there is 
internationalism. 
Tremendous national pride 
exists today; nearly one half the 
nations of the world have arisen 
in the most recent generation. 
And, as small nations are in­ 
clined, they seek to grow in 
strei^ h . 
Not only gain in strength, but 
like youth the world over, they 
seek to establish their own iden­ 
tities and resist the powerful 
forces of conformity. 
At the very time that the 
number of nations has multi­ 
plied, the world in a marketing 
sense has shrivelled. Hundreds 
of companies now consider the 
WOTld—not any one country— 
their market place and their 
source of supply. 
Very often the smaller nations 
find 
themselves 
selling 
raw 
materials to these multinational 
companies but, in their view, 
failing to share in the economic 
benefits. Instead, they feel, the 
benefits are taken elsewhere. 
Often, in fact, they are unable 
to develop enough purchasing 
power to buy the finished prod­ 
ucts made from the raw mate­ 
rials of their lands. And they 
feel ‘^ warted in developing in- 
dustr> to compete with the dom­ 
inant powers. 
The economically powerful na­ 
tions also find themselves in a 
frustrating situation, for tlwy 
feel they cannot permit goods 
produced in low-wage c ountries 
to ciMnpete with their < .vn. And 
so they deny them access to 
maiicets. 
Despite a supposed philosoph­ 
ical commitment to free trade, 
the United States and most of 
the world’s developed nations 
practice something a good deal 
more restrictive than that. And 
it isn’t only against smaller na­ 
tions. 
The world’s steel exporters 
have voluntarily limited ship­ 
ments to the United States be­ 
cause of complaints by domestic 
mills. The European Economic 
Community has import quota 
agreements with other coun­ 
tries. 
Even while maintaining their 
stand as free trade nations, 
much of the developed world 
imposes protective barriers such 
as W d er taxes, customs duties, 
added value taxes, import li­ 
censes, 
subsidies, 
embar­ 
goes.. . 
Speaking his mind recently on 
wheat he felt was a need to pro­ 
tect the textile industry from 
foreign competition, R c ^ r t S. 
Small, president of Dan River 
Mills, Inc., stated: 
“ Worship at the altar of free 
trade has become one of the rit­ 
uals of our age, but free trade 
simply does not exist. There is 
n(^hing free about trade unless 
the rules are the same for 
everyone.” 
Small referred to the fact that 
natural and 
synthetic fibers 
from places such as Hong Kong 
and Formosa enjoy a competi­ 
tive advantage b ^ u s e the stan­ 
dard of living in those nations— 
and the wages, (rf course—are 
lower than here. 
Carl J. Gilbert, top foreign 
trade adviser to President Nix­ 
on, in effect said something sim­ 
ilar last week when he pledged 
to follow “a much firmer and 
tougher approach” in protecting 
U.S. industry. 
And so an old argument boils 
anew: 
protectionism 
“free trade.”

M ad Scene at White House 


WASHINGTON (AP) - You 
can stand 3Vi hours in a broiling 
Washington sun for a 12Vz min­ 
ute tour of the White House and 
come out wondering what you 
saw. 
Even so, it’s tlw biggest sum­ 
mer show in town and between 
8,(X)0 and 12,(XX) take advantage 
of it every day except Sunday 
and Monday. 
“ I was a little disappointed,” 
said Jack Dugan, a business­ 
man from Bisbee, Ariz. “ This 
was my first visit and I would 
have liked to stop and examine 
some of the prints and history, 
but you can’t hold the people 
up.” 
“ Mama,” said a small girl, 
tugging at her mother’s hand. 
“I want to go to the zoo.” 
“Leave that policeman’s pis­ 
tol 
alone!” 
barked 
another 
mother at a tow-headed tyke 
who had slipped under the re­ 
straining ropes. 
“Hey, you—get to the end of 
the line, I’ve been waiting here 
three years,” a burly man with 
ham-like arms yelled at a small 
figure carrying a briefcase. The 
man with the briefcase retreat­ 
ed sheepishly. 


This is the mad scene that 
takes place almost daily at the 
mansion on Pennsylvania Ave­ 
nue which has been the home of 
every President except George 
Washington. 


If you hope to catch a glimpse 
of Resident Nixon practicing 
his stroke on Ike’s famous putt­ 
ing green or Tricia tossing her 
pretty blonde locks, forget it. 
You’re lucky to see a rose. 


“The crowds are so large you 
have to keep them moving,” 
said Sgt. Daniel Cassell, who 
heads the 14-man uniformed 
fOTce which marshals more than 
2 million peqile yearly through 
this whirlwind tour of an Ameri­ 
can legend. 


“ They start queuing up as 
early as 7 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing and the gates don’t open un­ 
til 10,” says Cassell. “Visiting 
hours are between 10 and 12 
noon on Tuesday through Fri­ 
day, 10 to 2 on Saturday but the 
schedule can be canceled sud­ 
denly if there is a press confer­ 
ence or a prominent visitor” 
The perspiring mob passes 
through the East Gate and into 
the East Room, or Ball Room, 
scene of the President’s tele­ 
vised 
press conferences and 
small receptions such as the re­ 
cent one for Duke Ellington. 
“This is the oldest house in 
Washington, D C , ” explains a 
spieling guard. 
“The corner 
stone was laid in 1792 
Now 
from here you go into the 
Green, Blue and Red Rooms 
which you can tell by looking 
around you . . . ” 


In the state dining room, 
guard Leroy Lombard, adds a 
little levity by announcing that 
the gold candelabra were a gift 
to Resident Eisenhower from 
Margaret Thomas Biddle 
“ Dee left them here because 
he couldn’t afford the taxes,’’ he 
said. 
The crowd, forbidden to take 
pictures or walk on the red VIP 
carpet which is rolled up, is 
then hustled out the door onto 
Pennsylvania Avenue. 


“Why can’t we go upstairs?— 
we haven’t seen anything, ” visi­ 
tors constantly complain 
“ That’s 
where the 
family 
lives—it is out of bounds, ” the 
policeman replies. 
So the show ends. The price is

was alway s a friend of the

F W Lohoefener began his 
mercantile bu siness in Alma in 
188 3 in partnership with P. H. 
Koppenbrink , and they bou ght 
the bu siness of C. Steffens 
George 
Flambers 
had 
a 
black smith shop in 1882. 
The majority of the first 
settlers who came to the Alma 
region were from Virginia and 
Kentu ck y , the Germans coming 
from Concordia to Alma. In the 
18 8 0’s many farmers came to 
this fertile land from Warren, 
St.
